MARSHALL SOPER’s struggle to help Sydney Olympic win National League 
honours could cost him a place in the Socceroo world tour squad. 


A good tour would 
strengthen his chances of 
playing in Australia's World 
Cup matches next year. 

He was called up by na- 
tional coach Frank Arok for 
the World Soccer Series 
here in May-June. 

The sometimes volatile 
player missed Olympic’s 
two play-off matches prior 
to Sunday's Grand Final 
against Sydney City. 

Soper sat on the bench 
until the 62nd minute, when 
coach Manfred Schaefer 
sent him into the action. 
“I don’t think I could 


have lasted the full 90 mi- 
nutes,” Soper admitted af- 
ter the match. 

The hard-running, ag- 
gressive striker headed 
home the equalising goal in 
extra-time, and put Slickers 
goalkeeper Tony Pezzano 
under pressure leading to 
Mike Coady’s winner. 

Soper, who captained 
Olympic to their NSL Cup 
win last year, believes the 
Grand Final winners have 
yet to reach their potential. 

“Were only a very 
young side,” Soper said:

EDITORIAL 


SUPPORTERS of Sydney Olympic — or 
at least some of them — have proved 
once again that they cannot be trusted to 
behave at Soccer matches. 

Sadly, they were up their old tricks 
once again when Olympic played Syd- 
ney City at St George Stadium in the 
semi-final of the Australian Conference. 

Slickers goalkeeper Tony Pezzano 
was bombarded with coins and other 
objects, causing him to appeal to referee 
Peter Rampley for protection from the 
mob. 

And coach Eddie Thomson was hit by 
a bottle. 

These disgraceful happenings were 
not motivated by any apparent reason. 
Maybe the disgruntled fans feared, with 
good cause, that their team was going to 
suffer defeat. 

Is that a good reason for hurling mis- 
siles? Of course not. 

It is difficult to devise any way of 
preventing such hooliganism: the St 
George club has certainly done its best 
by erecting wire fencing around the 
pitch. But bottles and other things can 
be thrown over the fence - as Eddie 
Thomson painfully discovered. 

The National League also tried to al- 
leviate the problem by calling on about 
25 policemen from four different stations 
to attend the match. 

This may have helped but the police 
would prove a more fearsome deterrent 
if they moved in amongst the spectators 
to sort out the trouble-makers. 

A Sydney City official complained: 
“The police seemed more concerned 
about watching the handful of ‘skin-

In Scotland at the infamous matches 
between Rangers and Celtic, mounted 
police have been known to charge 
through the spectators on the terraces. 
Their horses strike the fear of death into 
football fans! 

That is an extreme measure — not 
recommended until all else fails, even 
though it does bring the desired results. 

In Europe, It Is accepted as normal for 
German Shepherd dogs, accompanied 
by police handlers, to patrol the track 
around the playing pitch. 

The dogs rarely attack anyone but 
they carry a nasty bite should any spec- 
tator be unwise enough to climb over the 
fence to the playing area. 

Australian Soccer probably does not 
need police dogs or horses to keep the 
Peace at matches. There are rarely 
enough spectators to warrant it. 

The long-term answer . .. and it is the 
ONLY answer ... is the education of 
spectators. 

The thugs and hooligans must be 
taught that crowd violence is not 
wanted, that it is reprehensible to the 
vast majority of people attending 
matches and that it is a practice in- 
dulged in only by idiots. 

When that message finally sinks in — 
and it might take a long time — Soccer in 
Australia will start to entice its missing 
fans back to matches. 

Let nobody doubt that misbehaviour 
by a minority of spectators has driven 
many thousands of people away from 
the game. 

The message to the hooligans is ... 
clean up your act or stay at home.

1985 CAMPAIGN

ADELAIDE CITY appears to have solved its financial woes 
and is heading back into the black for next season with a 
minimum $110,000 sponsorship. 


A new sponsorship deal 
has given the club hope for 
the future — a cheque for 
$20,000 cash and more to 
come from new sponsor 
Fairmont Homes. 

The company has hand- 
ed over the money and 
joined the club in forming a 
special committee to 
launch a unique scheme.
